BIG POOL IN COTTON 


10 AID THE PLANTER 


$50,000,000 Ready to Back a 
Gigantic Speculation to Make 
the Price 12 Cents. 


BANKERS ARE SKEPTICAL 


Col, R. W. Thompson, Indicted In 1910 
Pool, Saye He Doesn’t Care 
About the Sherman Law. 


A gigantic speculation in. cotton has 
been practically agreed to by the Govern- 
ors of the cotton-growing States and the 
representatives of the various planters’ 
organizations, in co-operation with Col. 
Robert W. Thompson of the Stock Ex- 
change House of 8. H. P. Pell & Co., one 
of the largest operators on the bull side 
of. cotton in, this season’s market. The 
scheme, which contemplates holding cot- 
ton for 12 or 13 cents a pound, uses, as 
Col.. Thompson expressed it yesterday, 
the machinery of the Cotton Exchanges 
for the benefit of the planter. 

The agreement is the outcome of.a series 
of conferences attended by Southern Gov- 


paign of Mr. Taft's political friends to|emnors, representatives of cotton growers’ 


associations, and Southern banking in- 
terests, which have been going on for 
many months. Col, Thompson says that 
he and his associates have $50,000,000 to 
put into the plan, but he declined yester- 
day to explain who were acting with him 
in raising this-vast sum other than the 
indefinite statement that he and his asso- 
ciates had been assured ‘‘ by & number of 
the strongest banks in New York of a 
thorough backing of these already etrong 
interests.”’ 

The cotton trade in New York has been 
expecting for several weeks some such 
development as was announced yesterday, 
but that it would take the form of an al- 
Hance of Southern State officials with 
cotton speculators was something of a 
surprise. Col. Thompson is one of the 
Hayne-Brown-Scales bull pool members, 
who were indicted under the Sherman law 
for their bull operations mn 1910.

DIAMONDS FROM GAS. 


New Process Discovered in Germany

The Percheron Horse Society recently 
withdrew from all stud books, which 
created considerable trouble among the 
breeders, but the movement, which af- 
fects .several thousand horse breeders will 
result in a close supervision of the stud 
books and affect a purification of breed- 
ing conditions. 

he society will also advocate the right 
to approve all judges of hackney classes. 
There has been a deal of dissatisfaction 
for the last two years over the judges 
of hackneys at Summer shows and fairs, 
and it is intended to rémedy this evil. 
The society will also.endeavor to create 
more interest in the breed by inducing 
more owners and breeders to exhibit, 
Henry Fairfax of Virginia was re-elected 
President of the society.

NEW ORLBANS, Nov. 21.—Any wise 
and legitimate amendments that may yet 
be: suggested to the National Monetary 
Commission’s revised plan for the reform 
of the country’s mone system will be 
accepted by ‘the co: ion. 

So ex-Senator Nelson W. Aldrich, Chair- 
man of the commission, told. delegates to 
the thirty-seven annual convention of 
the American Bankers’-Association here 
to-day. Mr. Aldrich was cheered for five 
minutes When he rose to speak, and the 
bankers gave*him a rising vote of thanks 
for his active interest in the plan when

“The proposed reform affects not only 
the vitals of the business interests and 
the bankers of the country, but even more 
s0. the farmers—the great productive 
forces which make for tne development 
of the country—more than-does any other 
agency. And, too, it affects the wage 
earners, the masses who are so vitally in- 
terested in everything that tains to the 
distribution of credits and capital, and 
who, under our present monetary system, 
have absolutely no means of safeguarding 
themselves against’ loss.’”’ 
~ In his amnual address President F. O. 
Watts gave emphatic indorsement to the 
Aldrich plan. , 

At the afternoon session the conven- 
tion beran consideration of proposed 
amendments to the constitution, and 
heard reports of the officers. A warm 
debate followed a proposed amendment 
providing for the election of six members| 
to the Executive Council from the mem- 
bership at large, two being selected each 
year until a total of six is ded to.the’) 
councik President Watts spoke in behalf 
of the amendment, but it was lost by a 
large vote. 

Speaking on ‘“‘ The Relation of the Na- 
tional Reserve Association to the Govern- 
ment,” A. Piatt Andrews, Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, declared no other 
Government is so ill adapted as ours to 
act as its own banker. e said the uwov- 
ernment is not equipped with machinery 
to insure balance between outgo and in- 
come, the nexplained the lack of unity in 
the jawmaking and expenditure fixing 
which casts upon no individual or one 
committee entire responsibility of bal- 
ance 


“If the plan is adopted,”’ he said, “ the 
Government’s general funds and all fut- 
ure. revenues; will be deposited with the 
National eserve Association and the 
annual disbursements will be made 
through that insti‘ution and its branches. 
The Govern: t’s accumulations will thus 
be kept at the continuous disposal of all 
the banks, and through them in the unin- 
terrupted service of the public; and never 
again need the Government balance serve 
as a disturbing factor in business.” 


Paul M. Warburg’s Address. 


Paul M. Warburg of Kuhn; Loeb & Co., 
New York City, delivered an address on 
* eeg, ts and Bank Accept- 
ancés.”’ He said’ rt: , 

“The modern banking system has been 
likened to @ huge’ skyscra’ based on a 
comparatively stnall foundation of gold, 
and .the-.many superimposed stories are 
re by the immense number of 
obligations payable in gold which, ordi- 
narily, are settled by clearings of credits. 
The most evident and direct forms of cir- 
culating. credits which have taken the 
place of actual gold are the banknote— 
forming a class by itself—and bank de- 
‘posits and checks. These are the main 
tenants of- the towering structure. But 
they in turn have sublet a great many 
floors’ to all the other appliances for 
clearing indebtedness, all of which in the 
final analysis are reduced to pay- 
ments by exchange offbank credits. 

“ A modern system aims at creating 
standard vaiues for which a broad market 
can be created, so that assets can be 
quickly turned into bank credits.. This is 
one of the most fundamental principles of 
modern —— equal. portent for 
depositor and ker. Our most im- 
portant staples are no longer dealt in in- 
dividual lots, whieh must be personally 
examined before the bargain can be 
struck, but —* have been standardized 
and special exchanges have been organ- 
ized in order to reduce merchandises into 
bank credits in the quickest way and to 
offset~all purchases and sales so as to 
reduce to the minimum the actual use of 
fmoney. 

“We have achieved the same perfection 
jn dealing. with stocks and bonds. While 
he original part ownership in a business 
could be sferred only by protracted 
negotiation and by finding a new pur- 
chaser, who, after full examination, would 
take the place of the old owner, evolution 
has brought about the corporation, is- 
suing stocks and bonds in easily transfer- 
able shape, so that these forms of invest- 
ments and indebtedness have also been 
mobilized. 

“They, too, have been developed into 
securities for which large special mar- 
kets and organizations have been created, 
enabling the owner to transform his hola- 
ings with the eatest possible dispatch 
into bank deposits. In this respect stocks 
and bonds have become circulating cred- 
its, they are the means of transferrin 
part ownership in, or the indebtedness of, 
a corporation.from one owner to another

For -it the confidence in 
these circulati credits which creates 
the broad market for money, always flow- 
ing where it can earn interest in safety, 
and it is in turn this free flow of money, 
attracted or driven away by a higher 
or lower rate of interest, which protects 
the central ae. ’ . 
Safety, m the point of view of 
banking investments, —— of two ele- 
ments: The one, the intrinsic value, the 
other, its market. A consideration of 
these two factors produces the stipulation 
of the interest that the invest- 
ment must produce. 
“International money may flow. to 
England and buy three months’ British 
Bank acceptances at 21-16 per cent, while 
for three months’ English time money it 
would possibly démand 8% per cent; the 
difference between the two rates snow- 
ing the difference in value between a 
quick asset and an investment for a déf- 
inite, ~~“ But, even a comparative 
rate of 4 and 5 per cent. could not cause 
international money to invest largely in 
American commercial paper; since not 
only. is it an_unsalable, unliquid invest- 
ment, but it has not -been standardized. 
It is individual and provincial in its char- 
acter, while the American banks which. 
knowing the maker of the note, might 
render it liquid and salable abroad, 
must not, ‘under present conditions, freely 
indorse or accept it. Moreover, as long 
as is lacking with us a central organ 
that would guarantee its market in case 
of neéd and secure. at all hazards the 
transformation of cash. credit into cash, 
foreign money will remain cautious, and 
the interest inducement must .remain 
comparatively exorbitant. 
** During the Morocco crisis a war scare 
developed in France,.and actual hoarding 
of gold began; the withdrawals from the 
de t banks were at a given moment 
darming. But. there-followed-no panic. 
"The Bank’ of France issued notes freely,

of foreign paper, and the general con 
dence in the k:of France's power to 
cope with the situation overcame the 
fright without the calamities that would 
have ensued with us. 

“When France withdrew from Ger- 
many more than 200,000,000 marks that 
temporaril had been invested there, 
when English and Russian money was 
called back, when runs began upon some 
savings banks, Germany ‘had to. face a 
very severe strain. But what happened? 
The German Reichsbank rapidly increased 
its credit facilities by about $150,000,000, 
moreover, it had accumulated in times 
of ease vast sums of foreign billig, and 
when rates of exchange moved. up to a 
point warranting gold exports, ft 1 
to sell these foreign holdings.~ At the 
same time a comparatively slight in- 
crease in its rate took piace, which 
brought new money, mainly American, 
to rmany’s assistance. This inflow 
of foreign money was increased by the 
sale abroad of German Treasury notes. 
‘““What. would have become of 
many without the Reichsbank? 

“It is the elasticity of such a system 
that renders it safe, and it-is the im- 
plicit confidence that it inspires, 
made our bankers send their money, with- 
out hesitation, in spite of a critical. sit- 
uation, in order to secure for a few 
months @ beggarly-44 per cent. to % per 
cent. interest per annum more than they 
could have obtained at home. We had no 
war scare, the country was full of gold in 
1907, but rates of 50 per cent. to 100 per 
cent. could not bring seers because our 
system—or rather the lack of system— 
had killed cur own confidence in our 
own credit. We have no credit system, 
but a discredit system. 


Our Foreign Trade Hampered, 


“It is the inefficiericy of our system 
which severely handicaps us also in our 
foreign trade. A wonderful change will 
take place in all these respects if the 
bill, now-in preparation by the Monetary 
Commission, will be passed on the lines as 
suggested by Senator Aldrich. 
* Without creating a central bank—for 
all the far-geaching banking powers have 
been. eliminated which are characteristic 
of European central banks—and without 
fundamentally disturbing existing banking 
methods, merely by a simple device of 
federating the now scattered reserves into 
one general reservoir, to be*jointly admin- 
istered for the protection of all, our sys+ 
tem will be changed from a provincial, 
eld-fashioned, wasteful, and dangerous 
one into a National, modern, economic, 
and safe structure. 
“Our system—at present a tottering, | 
top-heavy skyscraper without a _ solid 
foundation—with one stroke becomes moa- 
ern and safe. Or, the 20,000 to 80,000 
seattered pails of water, representing our 
disconnected bank reserves, will be united 
into one large reservoir, with a system of 
pipes leading to every house, bringing 
safety to all by co-operation. 
““The National) Reserve Association, if 
enacted into law, will také the mone 
system of the United States out-of Wall 
Street, and instead of a rigid system, the 
little elasticity of which is now based on 
stocks and bonds, we shall enjoy an 
elastic system, primarily based on com- 
mercial paper, bank acceptances, and fore 
eign bills. ; 
“If any bank> rediscounting with the 
Bank of England, Reichsbank, or Na- 
tional Reserve Association, may take gold 
against its credit balance, there is, from 
the National Reserve Association’s point 
of view, no difference tween this bal- 
ance and a banknote nst the presenta- 
tion of which gold may de demanded.

Mr. Aldrich’s Address. 


Mr. Aldrich spoke in part as follows: 


“Among the im nt tasks assigned 
the National Mone Commission is that 
of devising a: plan by. which. this. 
country may; in the interest of all of. its 
people, of every class and every section,. 
secure ‘that immunity, which for half a 
century has been enjoyed by the people 
of every other great commercial nation 
from the disastrous results of monetary 
panics and acute monetary disturbances; 
that of presenting a plan which will pro- 
tect the hts. and afford security to 
Yank depositors ‘ang enable the banks at 
all times to respond to every legitimate 

for the credit. and curréncy . so 
essential for the development of our in- 
dustries—that of constructing a monetary 
system for the United States that shall 
answer the present and prospective needs 
and. requirements of the economic life of 
a great people. 

“Tf we are successful in solving these 
complex and intricate problems we. shall 
have done much. to.create and maintain 
that feeling of confidence in the safety 
and. effectiveness of banking institutions 
which is so essential to our uninterrupt- 
ed National progress, 

“There is general agreement among in- 
telligent students, of the subject that to 
accomplish these béneficent results, we 
myst provide a better reorganization of 
credit, a thorough reconstruction of bank- 
ing 7 and methods. 

The failures of our monetary system 

can be largely attributed:

It, is not unknown 
that in the countries whence we take 
the idea rediscounts are sometimes re- 
fused, or conceded with a caution not 
to come again. With this precaution 
unavailable, is it not well at first to 
break the endless chain of credit by re- 
quiting the minor banks after redis- 
counts to use gold instead of notes as 
reserves? It is true that this would 
make them competitors of the National 
Reserve Association for gold, but it 
would relieve the central association of 
the demand for accommodation which 
should require it to accumulate gold.

DOES PRESSURE BREAK RAILS? 

It has generally been supposed by 
competent engineers that the failure 
of steel rails is due more to the char- 
acter and quality of.the steel, and the 
method of manufacture, than to heavy 
service. But the result of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission's invest!- 
gation into the cause of the disaster 
on the Lehigh Valley Railroad near 
Manchester, N. Y., last August, in 
which many lives were lost, seems to 
show that the derailment of the train 
was caused by transverse fissures in 
a rail, which were probably due to 
heavy wheel pressure, and not to 
“piping * which comes from a defect 
in manufacture. Chief Inspector 
BeLxnaP says in his report that the de- 
velopment of transverse fissures indi- 
cates that the limit of wheel pressure 
has probably been surpassed on rails 
of the usual structure and notes an in- 
creasing occurrence of accidents of this 
character. 

“ Piping” in raile may be discovered 
by careful examination. The rails on 
that section of the Lehigh Valley Road 
on which.the August: disaster occurred 
had been tested shortly before. the de- 
railment. It is known that the par- 
ticular rail which broke had been taken 
up, shortened and relaid. In the 
process of shortening the rail “ piping” 
should have been discovered, if that 
4 defect existed. The report indicates 
that the perils of modern railroad trav- 
el may be greater than was supposed. 
The increase in the number of accidents 
caused by. broken rails in ten years 
has been very ' large. 

The Commission urges a complete in- 
vestigation of this subject to ascertain 
if the “danger zone” in the use of 
steel rails as at present manufactured 
has been reached. If rails without de- 
fect are Mable to -btéak under pres- 
sure an accident might occur at any 


‘| time for which the responsibility could 


‘not be placed. Lately a committee of 
the. American Railway > Engineering 
Association has. been ,conducting in- 
vestigations into the manufacture of 
rails. Opinions differ among the ex- 
perts as to the wearing quality of open 
hearth and Bessemer steel, and as to 
the value of the various alloys. But 
the question of transverse fissures 
seems, as yet, to have had little at- 
tention. Carelessness fn making the 
ingots tends to sponginess in the metal, 
but this may be discovered by testing. 
But clearly a rail is needed to- bear 
all the pressure of modern railway 
traffic.

SOME BUDGET CUTS. 

The Board of Aldermen has cut over 
$8,000,000 from the city’s budget for 
1912. Such cuts as have been made in 
the interest of economy Mayor GAYNnor 
should, of course, approve. Some of 
them, however, ‘need scrutiny. There its 
the item of $216,000, for instance, de- 
voted by the Board of Estimate to 
standardizing the salaries and grades 
of 82,000 employés and involving more 
than $80,000,000 annually, besides $15,- 
000,000 for supplies and $5,000,000 for 
charities. The Bureau of Municipal 
Research seems convinced that the 
amount of this item would easily be 
saved by the first year’s standardiza- 
tion, and the standards. attained would 
save the sum over and over again oe 
years to come. 

Then there is the $12,200 appropriated 
to check up snow removal accounts. 
For lack of the system which this 
amount would pay for, the city has 
literally lost millions in its show con- 
tracts. Again, the $3,000 needed to 
employ a statistician for the Board of 
Education’s records of finance, sup- 
plies, buildings, and educational. statis- 
tics would surely be saved in the result- 
ant economies, as well as the $2,100 for 
the census board to locate sites and 
buildings, and for the control of at- 
Ytendance officers. 

Perhaps the Mayor, who has the veto 
power, will conclude that other consid- 
erations than that of saving money 
were involved in these Aldermanic 
budget cuts.

THE PROSPECT IN CHINA. 

The two perils that menace China at 
the present moment are anarchy on the 
one hand ‘nnd foreign intervention, with 
possible aggression and grabbing, on 
the othér hand. So far as-Westerners 
can see, both would best be avoided_by 
the organization of a limited constitu- 
tional monarchy under the guidance of 
such a strong.man as Yuan SHIm-Kal 
undoubtedly is. That is something that 
the Western mind can grasp, and we 
naturally infer that it would lead to 
the same general results-as a similar 
system produces on our side of the 

world. The alternative of a nominal 
republic is almost inconcetvable from 
what we know of the Chinese people. 
A single republic or a federation of re- 
publics formed in the different sec- 
tions of the empire, or @ congeries: of 
independent States, is something that 
no one among us can pass judgment 
on. Nearly all that we know, or think 
that we\know, makés it seem impractt- 
cable, if not utterly impossible.

Most of the foreign 
nations with interests in China, have no 
reason to desire it and strong reasons 
for preventing it if they can, and chief 
among these nations are the United 
States and Great Britain. Germany, 


against intervention, ‘has little to gain 
from it in any form.that it is likely to 
take. Russia and Japan are formally 
pledged against it, but are believed by 
@ good many able Chinese and by many 
Occidentals to be plotting a situation 
where the pledge will be “impossible” 
to observe. Of this there is no sub-~ 
stantial proof. Both countries are 
neighbors of China; both have a foot- 
ing in Manchuria; both are emigrating 
peoples with a surplus population that, 
in Japan, presses on the resources of 
the home land, and in Russia has the 
innate “wanderlust.” But both ‘ of 
these nations would gain more from a 
sane and orderly government in China, 
from the prosperity of its people, 
and from its development, than from 
any acquisition of Chinese territory 
achieved by violence. Moreover, what 
tendencies toward aggression may ex- 
ist in the minds of the Governments of 
Japan and of Russia will certainly be 
opposed and held in check, if necessary, 
by the action of other Powers, and 
particularly by that of Great Britain, 
an ally of Japan and e close friend a 
Russia, with the hearty co-operation 
of the United States. 

The United States, indeed, according 
to our Washington dispatches, has al- 
ready approached the other Western 
Governments, and, doubtless, that of 
Japan, with a view to united action in 
any crisis that may arise. With the 
established principle of the Hay policy 
as a starting point—the maintenance of 
the territorial integrity of China and 
the “open door "—it {8 safe to assume 
that united action will be peaceful ac- 
tion as far as that is possible. Cer- 
tainly great changes in. China seem un- 
avoidable, and it well may be that for- 
eign intervention will be nécessary; but 
the true interests of all the world re- 
quire that it shall be for the protection 
of the Chinese themselves in the stage 
of evolution upon which they have en- 


tered.

There are not too many stenographers, but 
there are too many “‘ near”’ stenographers, who 
fail from lack of mental and physical aptitude 
or from imperfect trafning. I lately had: an 
applicant who answered an advertisement for 
a stenographer who stated that she had had 
no experience but had taken a course at the 
** Thirty-day school "* of stenography and type- 
writing. (This is a fact. There is a school of- 
fering to make stenographers in thirty days.) 

It would be possible for a practiced examiner 
with a few simple tests and some analysis to

Teacher Penalized, in Promotion. 
To the Editor of The New York Tinges:- 

Is there any other system, whether educa- 
tional, commercial, or: governmental, in which 
an employe is penalized for being promoted ? 
I ask because, preposterous as it may seem, 
the statement is true of the’ New York City 
school system. I will give a concrete example: 

A teacher after serving five years, let us 
say, in the ‘elementary schools in any of the 
grades from 1A to 6B inclusive, deterritines to 
fit herself for high school work. Perhaps she 
has been taking post-graduate courses. in her 
specialty for the last two or three years, giving 
up afternoons to attendance at the lectures and 
evenings and Saturdays to research work. Shé 
then takes the high school examinations in her 
eubject, and, because of the sincerity and dili- 
gence with which she has prosecuted ‘her -uni- 
versity st@dies, passes high up on the list. She 
is now honored with the title of junior teacher 
in the high schools, * - 

But here's the rub. She learns that her sal- 
ary, instead of advancing annually by regular 
increments, as it would heve done had she re- 
mained in the elementary system, will remain 
stationary for three years. In other words, as 
a reward for her promotion, she stands to lose 
—$40 the first year, $80 the second year, and 
$120 the third year. In all $240. A man in a 
similar predicament loses no less than $630 
during his first three years of high school 
jervion!
